Superintendent C. P. Cary an- 


nounces his candidacy for re-election 
;o the office of state superintendent 
f public instruction. 


Mr. Gary's statement follows: 
"I wish to assure the people that 


n the future as in the past the de- 
partment will be administered with 
an eye single to the welfare and 
progress of education in Wisconsin. 
t has been generally recognized and 
requently stated by leading educat- 
ors of the country that the Wiscon- 
sin state department of public in- 
struction, though small, is not sur- 
passed by any and is equalled by 
very few such departments in the 
United States from the point of view 
of professional efficiency and leader- 
ship. 


"The Ayres Report, issued by the 


Russell Sage Foundation, .has ap- 
jarently been a God-send to the ent- 
cs of our public schools and to per- 
sons who would like to use rach 
matter for -political -porpoaeg. -TWS 
report has no vital relation to the 
real efficiency of the school systems 
of the country. All that the author 
attempted to do wa* to study the 
attendance in public'schools and tne 
cost of elementary and 
secondary 


education. The vital things, such as 
[he training of teachers, the super- 
vision of school work, the COUMM of 
study, the character of the output of 
our schools, were omitted from con- 
sideration. 
The Canal Zone,-with 


only one-fourth of its children of 
school agri in school, stood higher 
than Wisconsin, with over half of 
her school population regularly at- 
tending public schools, simply be- 
cause the Canal Zone happened to 
be spending an exceptionally large 
amount of money at that time. 
"It is true that our people did 


not spend as much money in 1917-13 
in the support of public schools as 
did the people in many other sts' .3. 
If we had paid 16 or 20 million dol- 
lars more in that year for education- 
al purposes in our elementary and 
secondary schools, no matter wheth- 
er wisely or unwisely, we might 
have bought first place or a place 
near the top in the Ayres list. Such 
a position can be purchased if we are 
willing to pay the price, but it can 
on'y be accomplished by a vote of 
the people in the local communities 
in the support of our own schools. 
"It is a brighter picture to con- 


sider, however, that we are getting 
a great deal for the money we do 
sptoid. According to 
the latest 


available statistics Wisconsin 
has 


oniy three and two-tenths per cent 
of illiteracy. 
In this respect we 


tie for twelfth place with Ohio. The 
only states that have a better show- 
ing are agricultural states like Iowa 
and others further west, in which 
there are few, if any, large cities 
having an influx of adult illiterates 
from foreign countries. Iowa, which 
stands highest in this list, 'has one 
and seven-tenths per cent of illiter- 
acy."In everything .that pertains to 
real educational efficiency Wisconsin 
ranks high and has a proud and well 
deserved reputation in the country

Fewer Smallpox Cases in 


Whole Army Than in 


Wisconsin, Report 


Any doubts »s to the efficiency 


of vaccination against smallpox may 
readily be dispelled by a brief study 
of the "experience of the United 
States army during 1917 and 1918. 
tire state board of health pointed 
out today. 
It was recalled that 


durinp this two-year 
period the 


number of men under arms reached 
its maxirmrm of 8,551,447 in Octo- 
ber, 1918, the moan annual for the 
year beinjc 2,518,499. 


According to the recent report of 


the surgeon-frerteral of the army, 
there occurred in this huge army, 
during 1917 and 1918, a total of 
728 cases of smallpox. In Wiscon- 
sin, with approximately one million 
less population than the maximnm 
strength of the army in 1918, there 
were 3,760 reiported cases of small- 
pox. 
It is conservatively estimated 


that there w«n» between 10,000 and 
15,000 cases of smallpox in Wis- 
consin during 1*17 and .1918, the 
vast majority not being reported. 


The smallpox ratio per-1,000 men 


in the army during 1917 and 1918 
was .24. This figure should be com- 
pared with state records based on 
the REPORTED cases, th_e number 
of which is far belo 
number tlhat occurred.

A study of these figures shows a 


decided increase in smallpox in Wis- 
consin. If, -however, the people of 
the Btate could be vaccinated 
as 


thoroughly as were the soldiers in 
the army, declares the state board, 
this loathsome disease, responsible 
far widespread suffering, inconveni- 
ence and economic Joss, would soon 
become a rarity.

Wisconsin are annually losing three 
and 
one-half 
million 
dollars 


through the condemnation on the 
ground of being infected with tu- 
berculosis, of cattle and hojrs ship- 
ped from this state to the big pack- 
ing houses. 
This 
statement was 


made in an address by Prof. C. P. 
Norgord, head of the State Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, delivered here 
this week. 


Buyers, he stated, from othtr 


states In the Union where they are 
building up • their dairy industry 
have learned of the losses and dan- 
gers from -tubercular cattle and are 
exercising extreme , care 
to buy 


cattle free from tuberculosis, They 
have learned that the only fmfe ani- 
mal to bqy is one from a herd that 
has been tested for a number of 
years and kept free from the 
di- 


sease. One test of a single animal 
is not at all safe to depend upon in 
buying cattle; only • whole herd 
test can be trusted. 


Mr. Norgord also showed that 


from 25 to SO per cent of all cases 
of persons dying from tuberculosis 
under 16 years of age 
contracted 


the disease from bovine source. The 
eradication of bovine tuberculosis is 
striking human tuberculosis at its 
source. The State may invest money 
in tubercular sanitariums and pro- 
long for a few years the life of a 
few people that have one foot in 
the grave, but the real, practical 
and most paying investment 
is to 


eradicate the source.

Skelton Williams, Comptroller of the Currency, made public a 
letter sharply criticising the Steel Corporation for its failure 
to lower prices of steel products. Now the National City Bank 
of New York, in its March circular, adds its protest against the 
"no reductions" policy of the Steel Corporation. 


While neither the Comptroller nor the bank makes .specific 


reference to wages, both seem to infer that price reductions 
would be based upon wage reductions, and the bank statement 
calls attention to the fact that "the independents have inaugur- 
ated wage reductions without any serious trouble with labor." 


The savage denunciation of the Comptroller, followed by 


the less vehement but no less peremptory declaration of the 
bank, is causing much speculation here as to the real reason for 
the apparent falling out of these business and financial execu- 
tives. It has been suggested that the renewal of efforts to or- 
ganize the steel workers may have something to do with Judge 
Gary's position. The head of the Steel Corporation is known 
to be one of the most astute and adroit of the country's big busi- 
ness men, and should he later announce wage cute he would be 
in position to say he had been attacked for not having done so 
sooner.
